Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 4-5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Isaka (3- 
13576). (See the reasons as indicated in the previous office action dated March 14, 2002 in Paper 
No. 8). 

Applicant's arguments filed on June 07, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Isaka does not disclose indium iodide (Inl) as recited in claim 1 . 

This argument is not persuasive. As stated in the previous office action, Isaka discloses a 
heater 2 for heating indium iodide material 3 contained in a vessel 4 of a cylinder 1 .
